When a 
witness testifies that he believes Guit- 
kau to be sane ho cajls him a "liar" or 
"an ass," but when.'.a'yiiness is found to 
say that he believes Goiteau to be 
crazy, the prisoner overwhelms liiin 
with compliments. The course an_ 
English judge would adopt in dealing 
with this wretch we are not prepared 
to indicate; but it can be said with 
safety that bad he been put on bis trial 
in Eqglandino unworthy scenes would 
have attended the trial, 



Tho Seizuro of tho Pullman Oara at 

Csijg^Qq, I)e,c" '^1,-^Eegarding the 
seizure "of the Pullman . effects by the 
Dominion government ia Montreal yes- 
terday, Mr. George F. Brown; general 
superintendent of the company, was 
seen to-day by a reporter in relation to 
the matter, and made the following 
statement:. The Pullman Company 
knows nothing of the matter except 
what it has seen in the morning papers, 
and cannot understand on what grounds 
the seizure could bo made, as tho com- 
pany has not knowingly violated cus- 
toms laws of eitherthc Dominion or the 
United States, but on the contrary has 
been .very scrupulous in this regard. 
All cars built in Canada are assigned 
to and operated by the Grand Trunk 
Railroad, and thoy were not only built 
by that road but have since been re- 
paired in their own work.shops in Cana- 
da at their expense. The Pullman 
Company only furnish carpets, ujjbol- 
stery and bedding, and all other mater- 
ials have always been purchased in 
Montreal. The discharged conductor, 
who is reported to have made the com- 
plaint, was undoubted ly prompted by the 
malicious desire to annoy the company 
as much^as possible. 

Th^mmp&^j received advices from 
Montreal tliia- evening that only a few 
books in the ofiicp were seized, and 
that the matter has been greatly over- 
stated in the dispatches.

A sharp diaouaaioh here took place, in 
which several Councillors took part, two 
or three of thorn talking at once. 

The aniundment that tlio bvl,<iwbe read 
was put and tlnally carried on a aecoiul 
vote; the first one bein^j a tie, Coun. Vi- 
gelius not voting. 

Coun. McLean wished to have all the 
accounts of the Oouncil called in and a 
proper statemeiil made out at the end of 
the year. Ho chaiacterizod i.!io .-itate- 
nient of 1878 as being incorrect. 

Coun. Shakespeare said that tho asser- 
tion of Coun. AlcLoan was not true. 

Coun. Boyd's bylaw w.aa then read by 
the Clerk and ordered into committee of 
the whole, his ^Vorship the Mayor in tho 
chair. 

The several clauses were then read 
;><'i'i(i^'in and with some slight aiiiciidnionts 
carried. 

His Worship tho Mayor and Council- 
lors McLean and Smith loft before the 

bylaw had pa.ssrd committee. In tho ab- 
sence of the Mayor Cikiu. Shukespcaro 
V.MS voted to the chair. 

Tho bylaw us amended then passed its 
final reading and was adopted in Council.

A SAD SfORY. ' 

Tho Sorro^Tful Soatb of a Fioncsr 
Sankor of tho Olty. 

A brief notice in the death colunins of 
the daily papers conveyed the information 
that Daniel Halo Haskell, ()5ycara of ago. 
died lost Saturilny in the Alms Hpuse. 
By the majority of readers this paragraph 
was, like many otliers, glanced at with- 
out a further thought; but those who lived 
here in the early daj's recollected the 
dcccasod as a man who at one time oc- 
cupied a high. station in this community, 
and was at the head of one of the largest 
uimnclul itiHtitutions. Haskell, with the 
late I. C. Woods and otiiora, founded the 
express company and banking house of 
Adama & Co., and was the resident man- 
ager. After tho bank had been in good 
running order for some time Haskell, 
who was a man smnll in stature, affable 
in manner, and with a way that won him 
thousands of friends, one day remarked 
to an intimate friend: " I am as happy as 
any man can possibly bo. I have now an 
annual inccjiuu of .?70,000, and I don't 
know how to get rid of it. 1 will take 
a trip East." He did so, and after an 
absence of several months, returned and 
resumed Ids position in the bank, and re- 
tained it untd tho failure in 18S5. He 
gave his private funds to try and stay tho 
run on the bank, but it was swamped, 
and ho retired from tho broken institu- 
tion a broken-hearted man, and with scar- 
cely any moans to call his own. Ho re- 
turned to the East to settle ui> matters 
appertaining to the bank, and then came 
back to this city, where lie obtained em- 
ployment aa book-keeper for Sweeney & 
Baugh, which position he iicld for aovoral 
years. Tho severity of lliu L-low caused 
by the failure 01' the bank wa.s such that 
ho never had tho courage to thrust him 
forward among those wlio had been once 
plo.ised to call him their friend and ho 
lived the life of a recluHO. 

In the day.s of ntilueiice, Haskell , among 
other property .owned the Pulgas Pancho, 
in San Mateo County, and had a sum- 
mer residence at Menlo Park, to which 
place he was wont to drive cnily in a 
iiandsomo carriage, drawn by a pair of 
.iparkliiig grays. 

-V few years ago he left the obscurity 
into which ho had retired, but ho was an 
entirely changed man, and there wore few 
who would have recognized in the man 
with emaciated form, stooped shoulders, 
gray hair and grizzled beard, him who 
Lad once been the head of n great bank- 
ing house, lie took to drink, and finally 
to the street, stopping passers-by, asking 
for dime to got a meal. Ho became a 
common beggar, and one day last week an 
oflicer arrested him for mendicancy. Ho 
wna brought before Judge Rosenbaum, 
who found him guilty, and taking com- 
passion on him in eonseciuenco of hia nge 
and aiekly appearance, ordered him de- 
tained in the Alms House, remarking 
at the time that he would bo better cared 
for there than in any other public insti- 
tution. Without declaring himself, Has- 
kell received his sentence in silence and 
passed down tlio stairs leading to tho Cen- 
tral Station, where ho wits isolated from 
the other prisoners in consequence of his 
condition, his clothing, thin and of the 
cheapest kind, being overrun with ver- 
min. At throo o'clock on Saturday after- 
noon he was nssistcd to the Alms House 
van by a couple of "tru'icies," who were 
forced to lift liiiii bodily into it, ho being 
too weak to atop into it. He reached the 
Alms Uouso at five o'clock, and half an 
hour afterwards passed away from a life 
which in his latter clays had been sn 
troublesome. Tr*?' -f- 

Onoroos Bo^ulromoxiM of the Qot- 
omment—Local Firaifi ■Virtually 
EzcludoA, 

Tlio fear expressed .some time ago 
through those columns that should the 
government decide to permit local firms 
to bid for tho construction of tho caisson 
the plans and specifications would bo of 
a nature so stringent as to place thu work 
beyond their reacli, would seem to have 
boon more than verified. Within tho past 
few days tho governmont have quietly in- 
vited bids for the caisson from local iron- 
workersbeforo whom they have placed plans 
and specifications of so extraordinary a 
character as to render it extremely im- 
probable that any firm will be found «reen 
enough to send in a tender. Tho plans 
and specifications can only bo seen at the 
Ian .Is and works ofHce. No copy has yet 
boon seen outside tho ofRco. They con- 
fer upon the chief commissioner extraor- 
dinary powers; authorize him to appoint a 
number of inspectors and engineers and 
give him powor to object to any poraoii 
who may bo employed upon tho work. In 
fact, the successful tenderer would vir- 
tually pass over his establiahraent to the 
custody and control of tho government 
while the caisson was building. Another 
very suspicious circumstance is tho fact 
that tenders are not publicly asked. 
Everything is being done " on tho sly and 
with batetl breath." While the organs 
are stuffed like sausages with long adver- 
tisements asking tenders for ferry privi- 
leges and such like unprofitable rubbish, 
tenders for tho coiiatructicr. of a ?.GO,000 
caisson arc asked by letter, the enclosure 
being marked "Frivatc." These things 
all show that the job is already promised 
in England and that tho invitation ox- 
tended to local men is farcical and decep- 
tive.

Lord Colin Campbell, brother of the 
GovGrnor-General of Canada, and his 
Buccesfior in tho representation of tho 
County of Argyll in the British House 
of Commons, recently addressed his 
constituents at Dunoon. At the close 
of h'lH speecli ho was nsked if he would 
support a motion in favor of the dises- 
tablishment of the Church of S&otland. 
He positively declined to" do so, when 
several of his supporters present cx- 
pres.sed their disapproval of hia decis- 
ion. Ex-Bailie Hunter remarked "that 
althoutrh he had supported Lord Colin 
during the last two elections, and had 
also supported the Marquis of ^ (Lorne, 
he had no hesitation in saying that he 
could no longer support Lord Colin 
after what ho Imd said in regard to the 
matter of tliaestablishment. If it came 
to a question between Tories and Whigs 
on the matter, then for God's sake let 
them have the Tories." Applause and 
hissea greeted the statement. 

In an amusing article upon "Sheep 
Hunting" in the ■ Par West, by Lord 
Dunrayen, in tho current "JN'ineteenth 
Century," tho author explains that 
having called, with some friends, upon 
n doctor, his host thus accounted for 
eyeing them askance : — "Really you 
did look the most horrid set of scoun- 
drels; upon my word, you were the 
very roughest looking crowd I have 
ever seen since I came out West," and 
this estimate of himself his Lordship 
accompanies with the following very 
truthful observations: — "After all, it is 
the clothes that make the man. One 
reads in books of gifted individuals — 
superior persons, in whose; uaconta- 
minated veins courses the bluest Nor- 
man blood — who are supposed to pre- 
sent a dignified and gontleraanliko ap- 
pearance under all circumstance.s; but 
ono does not come across them in real 
life. Tho gentility of most men is con- 
tained in their shirt coljara The 
simple innocence of a iiarro^v band of 
white, undefilcd linen invests the whole 
figure with an air that nothing else 
can impart, and stamps upon it the 
sign of a gentleman. Remove it, sup- 
ply its place with a ragged woollen 
raulTer or kerchief of ancient date, and 
the effect ia marvellous and sad. If 
you want to destroy an aristocracy cut 
off their collars, not their heads." 

An amu-sing incident is related of 
Mr. Justice Maule, whbSe caustic hu- 
mor is better known to English than 
American lawyers. On onu occasion a 
man who had been convicted of big- 
amy before h|m,^Gn .-being askod why 
sentence sbould'iaot ' be passed upon 
him, e.xplain^Yto:' the court that his 
wife "took up'with a hawker and ran 
away five years ago;" that he had never 
' seen her since, and that ho had married 
his second wife in consequence of this 
desertion; -Mr.'. 'JuBtico Maule there- 
upon proceeded to instruct the prisoner 



before passing sentence as to the coursfc ' 
which he ought to have takon under 
the circumstances; — "I will toll you 
what you oughc to have done; and if 
you say you did not know I most (eli 
you that the law conclusively preeumes 
that you did. You ought to have in- 
structed your attorney to bring an ac^y 
tioi; against tho hawker for criminij 
conversiition with your wife. That 
would have cost you about a hundred 
pounds.!^ \yhen you had recovered 
substantial damages against the hawker 
you should have linstructed your prof^ 
lor to sue in ecclesiastical couns for a 
divorce a inensa et thoro. That would 
have cost you two or three hundred 
pounds more. When you bad- obtained 
a divorce a mensa «t thoro ^ytia'^'nalir^ 
have had to appear by counsel before 
the House of Lords for a divorce a via- 
eulo matrimonii The bill might have 
been opposed in nil stageji in both 
Houses of Parliament, and altogether 
you would had to spend about a thous- 
and or twelve hundred pounds. You will 
probably tell mo you never had a thous- 
and farthings of your own in the world; 
but prisoner, that makes no difference. 
Sitting bore as a Briti.sh judge it is my 
duty to toll you that this is not a coun- 
try in which there is one law for the 
rich and another for the poor. 

Neuralgia as a " Warning. "—U)n» 
of the London medical journals declares 
that the great prevalence of neuralgia 
— or what goe.M commonly by that 
name — should be regarded as a warn- 
ing indicative of a low condition of 
heiiltli, wiiich must iieces.sarily render 
its subjects peculiarly susceptible to tlio 
invasion of diseases of an aggressivo 
type. It is always essential that the 
vital forces should be vigorous, and the 
nerve power, in especial, in full devel- 
opment; but neuralgia indicates a low 
or depressed stato of vitality — a |>oor 
and weak state — and should be prompt 
ly placed under treatment
